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869 Dentists — 1943 Quota from Illinois 
For Military Service 


Procurement and Assignment Service to Determine 
and Classify Availability 


The War Manpower Commission has 
established a quota of 869 dental officers 
to be secured from the State of Illinois 
during 1943 to meet the needs of the 
armed forces. This information was given 
out at the meeting of the Dental Consult- 
ing Board of the Procurement and 
Assignment Service for the Sixth Service 
Command. 

Illinois’ quota is approximately ten 
per cent of the 6,500 dental officers which 
Brigadier General Mills has announced 
as the over-all military need for this year. 
He also stated that 32 states exceeded 
their quotas for last year and that 16 
states have exceeded both their 1942 and 
1943 quotas. It is hoped that the neces- 
sary number for 1943 can be obtained 
on a voluntary basis through the enlist- 
ment of dentists under thirty-nine years 
of age who are classified as available by 
the State Procurement and Assignment 
Committee. 

Applications for commission should be 
made following the procedure recom- 
mended by the Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service which has been approved 
by War Manpower Commissioner, 
Paul V. McNutt. A dentist should be 
sure that he has been classified as avail- 
able for military service before he applies 
for his commission. General Mills has 
said definitely that no applicant for a 
commission will be considered unless he 


has been declared available by the state 
Procurement and Assignment Board. 
This plan has been adopted because it 
will cause less disturbance of the neces- 
sary dentist-patient ratio over the entire 
country, a ratio which has been set at 
one dentist to every 2,500 people, except 
in those areas where the normal ratio 


has been much higher. 
AVAILABILITY 


The availability of dentists for military 
service is determined by several factors— 
age, physical fitness, marital dependencies 
and geographical location regarding the 
population ratio. A nationwide survey 
of dentists is being undertaken now by 
the Procurement and Assignment Service 
to obtain up-to-date information on the 
availability status of dentists. A Classifi- 
cation Card, a sample of which is pub- 
lished with this report, is being sent to 
all dentists under thirty-nine years of age. 
It has been suggested by Doctor William 
I. McNeil, Chairman of the Illinois Pro- 
curement and Assignment Committee, 
that the blank be mailed to all dentists 
in the state under forty-five years of age 
so that if the age limit is increased, the 
necessary data will be available without 
the need for a second canvass. Dentists 
who receive the card are urged to fill it 
in and return it immediately as the in- 


| 


formation it contains will be used in part 
to determine their availability. Prompt 
action is needed because the quota for 
Illinois for the next two months is 200 
dentists. 


COMMITTEE DECIDES 


The State Procurement and Assign- 
ment Committee using all the informa- 
tion obtainable will decide who is avail- 
able and in what order the individual 
dentists should be secured. It will notify 
the Central Board of the Procurement 
and Assignment Service of the War Man- 
power Commission in Washington, D. C. 
each month that certain dentists are 
available for commissions. These men 
then will receive notice from the Central 
Board requesting that they volunteer for 
service. The dentist so notified should 
immediately contact the Officer Procure- 
ment Office nearest him and ask for 
commission application blanks. That 
office will forward the application blanks 
and will make the necessary arrange- 
ments for medical examination. A photo- 
static copy of the dentist’s graduation 
certificate and license and two passport 
size photographs must be secured and 
forwarded to Washington with each ap- 
plication. The dentist may choose 
whether he desires Army or Navy service 
when he makes application.

Any dentist under thirty-nine years of 
age who is not sure of his availability 
classification may secure this information 
from the member of the Illinois Procure- 
ment and Assignment Committee nearest 
him geographically.

EXPLANATION 


A complete explanation of the various 
classes and the manner of classification 
under the coming survey is published in 
the February 15 Mid-Monthly Issue of 
the Journal of the American Dental As- 
sociation.’ A brief digest of the classifi- 
cation follows : 


There are in general four classes of 
dentists : in Class I are those under forty- 
five years of age who are considered 
available during the war period for serv- 
ice in other than their present situation. 
Class I is divided into two sub-groups: 
1A are those dentists available for mili- 
tary duty; 1B those who have been re- 
jected for military duty, but who can 
carry on civilian practice in communities 
other than the one in which they are 
located. Class II are those dentists under 
the age limit for whom satisfactory sub- 
stitutes may be obtained and who may 
be released as soon as replacements are 
obtained for them. Class III are den- 
tists considered essential in their present 
locations and unavailable for military 
service. Class IV contains those dentists 
who cannot be expected to contribute to 
dental service because of physical dis- 
ability, unethical conduct, professional 
incompetence or retirement from active 
practice. Those dentists in class 1A, that 
is, those who are available for military 
duty, will be further classified according 
to the number of dependents which they 
possess. Those who have none or few 
dependents are to be considered avail- 
able before those who have several. 

In communities with ten or more 
private practitioners, practicing dentists 
under forty-five years of age who are not 
essential to dental schools, hospitals, pub-

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lic health services or war industries are 
considered available unless they are 
needed to maintain the necessary patient- 
dentist ratio so that the civilian popula- 
tion is adequately protected. In other 
words, most dentists in large commu- 
nities under thirty-nine years of age are 
considered in class 1A. Specialists under 
forty-five years of age in urban commu- 
nities are usually available unless they 
are on the essential lists in hospitals or 
dental schools, or unless their practice is 
limited to outlying districts or circum- 
scribed communities within the city 
which cannot be adequately served by 
other practitioners in the same specialty. 


INSTITUTIONS 


Dentists whose professional activities 
are part of those performed by an or- 
ganized group, hospital, dental school, 
industrial organization or independent 
group clinic are classified as available or 
essential depending upon the service 
being rendered by the group. The total 
contribution of the dental service given 
by the institution or organization shall 
be considered in relation to the total 
population served by the group in com- 
parison with the number of other dental 
facilities. The Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service has recommended that den- 
tal schools limit the size of their faculties 
to the minimum number essential for 
conducting an adequate teaching pro- 
gram. Lists of faculty members consid- 
ered essential on this basis have been 
submitted to the Procurement and As- 
signment Service by the Deans of the 
respective dental schools. Part time staff 
members in hospitals or other institutions 
are regarded as essential only if they are 
rendering necessary services which can- 
not be supplied by other dentists in the 
community. 


Dr. William I. McNeil, Chairman of 
the State Committee, states that the 
majority of dental officers to meet the 
Illinois quota must come from the metro- 
politan area as the rural communities 
and smaller cities have released about 
all that can be spared.

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Dental Health Project in Chicago Public Schools 


Dental Advisory Committee Reports and Calls 
for Future Planning 


Members of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety have been familiar with the Dental 
_ Project in the Chicago Public Schools, 
sponsored by the Board of Education, 
the Board of Health and the W.P.A. 

Early in 1940 a Dental Advisory Com- 
mittee was appointed by Mr. James B. 
McCahey, President of the Board of Edu- 
cation, and approved by the Directors 
of the Chicago Dental Society. Other 
sub-committees were appointed for speci- 
fic functions, and before the opening of 
the public schools in the autumn of 1940 
much of the organization work had 
been accomplished. 

In October, 1941, a report was made 
to the Chicago Dental Society through 
the pages of THE FortTNIGHTLY REVIEW 
by the Advisory Committee, followed in 
November by a more detailed report 
from Dr. Greenwald on the work accom- 
plished. 

During the year, 1941-1942, the pro- 
gram felt the restrictions imposed by the 
national policy, and instead of an ex- 
pansion at the end of the year there had 
been a definite retrenchment, with much 
uncertainty regarding further W.P.A. 
support. With the opening of the autumn 
term in 1942, it was impossible to con- 
tinue with the program as the W.P.A. 
had discontinued most of the projects. 

Upon request for information, Mr. 
A. H. Pritzlaff, Director of Health and 
Physical Education, prepared a_ brief 
statement of the present status of the 
dental project, which is presented for the 
information of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety : 

“My dear Dr. Freeman : 

“In response to your request, I am 
sending you the following information 
with reference to the status of the Co- 
operative Dental Project which was 
operated for the past two years in the 
Chicago Public Schools : 

“Funds for personnel were furnished 
by the W.P.A. Construction, equipment 
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and maintenance of Dental Clinics were 
taken care of by the Board of Education. 
The Dental Division of the Board of 
Health supervised the dentists and the 
Chicago Dental Society, through its 
membership, cooperated no end in work- 
ing on committees and assisting in the 
establishment and operation of the pro- 
Ject. 

“At the close of school in June, 1942, 
we were notified by the W.P.A. that the 
curtailment of funds would result in a 
largely curtailed program. The clinics 
closed for the summer months and it 
was the intention to open them as soon 
as funds from the W.P.A. were forth- 
coming. In the meantime, the W.P.A. 
has practically ceased to exist and no 
funds have been available for the con- 
tinuation of this project. However, the 
Board of Education has continued to 
keep the equipment and supplies ready 
for operation. The entire list of forty- 
six clinics were in operation in June, hav- 
ing been completely equipped and main- 
tained, as previously indicated, by the 
Board of Education. 

“T feel certain that if funds could be 
secured for the personnel necessary to 
adequately and successfully operate the 
clinics and the examination program, 
which is necessary in connection with the 
operation of the project, the Board of 
Education would authorize the reopen- 
ing of the dental clinics immediately. 

“The educational program which was 
established in connection with the opera- 
tion of the complete dental program is 
still in operation. Literally thousands 
of young people are having their dental 
work completed through their local den- 
tists and we have been receiving reports 
from these dentists upon completion of 
the work. 

“There were actually three phases to 
the original dental program, viz., dental 
examinations, education on the need and 
desirability of dental care, the motivation 


of children to secure dental correction 
through their local dentists wherever pos- 
sible, and, finally, the free dental care 
of the indigent and near indigent. The 
educational work can be continued but 
dentists are necessary for the successful 
operation of the other two phases of the 
completed program. 
“Sincerely yours, 
A. H. Prirzuarr, 

Director of Health and Physical 

Education, Board of Education” 

Since this letter was received we are 
reliably informed that appropriations 
have been made available to utilize the 
school dental clinics installed by the 
Board of Education, by adding ten addi- 
tional dentists to the Dental Division of 
the Board of Health. These dentists will 
be assigned to serve in the school clinics, 
assignments being made part time to the 
schools where the greatest benefits may 
be expected. The Board of Education 
will continue to furnish supplies and 
cooperate in the selection and assignment 
of school children for this service. 

Mayor Edward J. Kelly has given his 
support to this arrangement, which per- 
mits a partial continuation of this vital 
program for dental health education and 
remedial care to children entitled to it. 
Mr. James McCahey, President of the 
Board of Education, has been an enthusi- 
astic supporter of the dental program, 
and Dr. Herman Bundesen, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Health, has co- 
operated in the proposed increase in 
personnel. The additional dentists will 
be under the direction of Dr. Carl 
Greenwald. 


The committee recognizes that the 
assignment of dentists to school clinics 
can be effective only when the educa- 
tional staff participates in the program. 
It is necessary for this staff to arrange 
schedules for health talks and dental ex- 
aminations of the children and in fact the 
entire effectiveness of the program hinges 
on the full cooperation between the edu- 
cational staff and the dental staff. 

The Dental Advisory Committee, ap- 
pointed by Mr. McCahey in 1940 and 
approved by the Directors of the Chicago 


Dental Society, has met and discussed 
the present developments and approve 
the action taken to extend the dental ex- 
amination of children in the Public 
Schools and to furnish remedial treat- 
ment to those children entitled to it. 

The Committee believes that the evi- 
dence of effective cooperation between 
the Board of Education and the Board 
of Health is a favorable indication that a 
more comprehensive program may even- 
tually be established with benefit to the 
children of Chicago. 

The committee recognized at its incep- 
tion that the program depending on 
W.P.A. support was far from an ideal 
one, and that the temporary character 
and uncertain future of the program 
seriously limited its usefulness. In spite 
of the known handicaps and limitations, 
the benefits of the program have justified 
our support, if it has kept alive the in- 
spiration for a comprehensive dental 
health program for school children. 

The Committee is not prepared at this 
time to make recommendations regard- 
ing the extent of such a program, nor the 
methods of financing or administering it, 
but they do propose that the Chicago 
Dental Society take cognizance of the 
dental needs of the children of Chicago, 
and the benefits which may be expected 
from a satisfactory dental program in the 
Public Schools. We further recommend 
that serious atttention be given to the 
formulation of a comprehensive dental 
health program which will be satisfactory 
to the Chicago Dental Society and which 
will command the respect and support of 
citizens and civil administrators. 

This program should be broad in 
scope, and should include all desirable 
features without compromise with pres- 
ent limitations in financial support or 
public approval. It should aim to estab- 
lish an ideal plan for the attainment of 
one objective, better dental health for 
future generations. It should include den- 
tal health education, the application of 
preventive principles now recognized and 
those to be developed, and a definite 
policy regarding remedial dental service

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VEWS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


10,000 DENTISTS IN 
MILITARY SERVICE 


Brigadier General Robert H. Mills, 
Chief of the Army Dental Service, re- 
vealed during the annual Midwinter 
Meeting of the Chicago Dental Society 
that there are now more than 10,000 
officers in the Dental Corps and that an 
additional 7,000 are planned for 1943. 
General Mills further disclosed that an 
approximate average of 1,500,000 perma- 
nent fillings per month are being placed 
in the mouths of new soldiers by the 
Army Dental Corps. About 32,000 sets 
of dentures per month are being con- 
structed for the rookies. While a large 
amount of material and teeth are being 
used in the construction of dentures, the 
General stated that there is no shortage 
of dental plastics. Both the Army and 
the civilian population can easily be 
taken care of. 


BILL TO SOCIALIZE 
DENTISTRY IN WISCONSIN 


A bill to provide compulsory social- 
ized medicine and dentistry in Wisconsin 
has been introduced into the assembly by 
Charles F. Westfahl, a republican of 
Milwaukee. It is proposed that employ- 
ers pay into the earmarked fund two 
per cent of the wages of their employees 
after January 1, 1944, when the measure 
would become effective. Employees 
would match that payment. Workers 
and their dependents, under the plan, 
would be entitled to hospital care and 
the services of physicians, dentists and 
optometrists. The program would be 
administered by a health insurance divi- 
sion under the State Board of Health. 
A State Health Insurance Council of 
sixteen members appointed by the Gov- 
ernor representing employers and em- 
ployees would choose a director. A bill 
has also been introduced by Mr. West- 
fahl that would penalize any persons or 
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groups interfering with the organization 
of cooperative health plans. It stipulates 
that there must be no discrimination 
against physicians, hospitals, or persons 
cooperating in a group health plan. 


VISITING SOCIETY OFFICIALS 
CONFER AT MIDWINTER 
MEETING 


Approximately fifty visiting officials of 
organized dentistry responded to the Chi- 
cago Dental Society’s invitation to ques- 
tion Chicago Dental Society officials on 
the organization and operation of the 
Midwinter Meeting at a session held at 
the Palmer House on Wednesday morn- 
ing of the meeting. The program is best 
defined as of the “Information Please” 
variety as Society and hotel officials sat 
en banc before the audience and answered 
questions on various phases of our Mid- 
winter Meeting activity. 

The greatest interest in the operation 
of the meeting seemed to be centered on 
the exhibits and limited attendance 
clinics. The officials wanted to know 
whether there were as many exhibitors 
as usual, and whether the apparent de- 
cline in space sold was general in all fields 
of the trade or whether it was restricted 
to a particular group or groups? How 
were the number of limited attendance 
clinics decided and what subjects were 
the most popular? Were clinicians re- 
peated from year to year, and if so, upon 
what basis were decisions to do so made? 
These were typical of the many questions 
asked. 

It was made perfectly clear to the 
audience that the officials of the Chicago 
Dental Society didn’t consider themselves 
authorities on the subject of convention 
management and did not offer the pro- 
gram to give advice on local problems, 
but were only offering opportunity to 
answer questions on the way the Chi- 
cago Midwinter Meeting is conducted. 
Nevertheless, several of the visiting offi- 
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cials in the audience asked questions that 
could have been asked more properly at 
a State Society Officers Conference or a 
Metropolitan Dental Society Officers 
Conference. This tendency indicated a 
very strong desire for advice and counsel 
on individual society problems. 

The Chicago officials believe that the 
program was a distinct success and that 
with the knowledge gained by this ex- 
perience, an even more attractive pro- 
gram can be arranged for 1944. 


ARMY SCHEDULE CALLS FOR 
8,200,000 MEN IN 1943 


Major General I. H. Edwards, Assist- 
ant Chief of Staff of the Army has re- 
cently supplied the first break-down of 
the Army’s revised manpower plans. The 
proposed distribution of troops at the end 
of 1943 and 1944 was revealed in the 
release of testimony before the Senate 
sub-committee investigating manpower 
problems. The following table of dis- 
tribution was submitted :

“This large number of men is neces- 
sary in 1943 so that they can be trained 
and available to go overseas in 1944,” 
said General Edwards. “We will be mov- 
ing this year an average of about two 
million tons of cargo every month, and 
shipping about 130,000 men a month 
through the ports.” He said that the 
large number of troops kept at home is 
necessary to have trained divisions avail- 


able as a strategic reserve, as it may be 
necessary to send troops to allies in the 
western hemisphere or to Alaska in addi- 
tion to the large number already there. 
Or, he pointed out, if there is a sudden 
collapse of the axis in Europe, there must 
be troops available to push the war in 
the Pacific immediately. 


SOCIETY FOR THE STUDY OF 
ROOT CANAL THERAPY 
ORGANIZED 


A group of dentists met during the 
recent Midwinter Meeting to form a 
tentative organization to promote the 
development and study of Root Canal 
Therapy. Doctor W. Clyde Davis of 
Omaha, Nebraska, was named Chair- 
man, and Doctor John Hospers of Chi- 
cago, Secretary and Treasurer. Organ- 
izational committees are being appointed 
to formulate the basis for a permanent 
organization. A tentative name suggested 
for the group is The American Society 
of Endodontists. The next meeting will 
be held in Chicago during the next Mid- 
winter Convention and at that time a 
permanent organization will be effected. 


ARMY HIRING 
DENTAL ASSISTANTS 


A request has been received from 
Army Headquarters in Chicago that 
dental assistants are needed. Applicants 
should apply to Miss Sheridan, Civil 
Service Section, Civic Opera Building. 
All assistants hired will be placed under 
Civil Service. It is preferred that they 
have at least two years’ experience with 
a reputable dentist. Inexperienced as- 
sistants will be hired on a probationary 
rating. 


NUTRITION YARDSTICK 
AVAILABLE TO DENTISTS 


A Nutrition Yardstick developed by 
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the National Livestock and Meat Board 
as a contribution to the National Nutri- 
tion Program to calculate for the values 
and the adequacy of any diet is now 
available. It appears as a graphic calcu- 
lator or slide rule device and is devised 
to enable dieticians and others interested 
in nutrition to calculate the food diet 
rapidly and correctly. It may be used to 
check the diet of any individual regard- 
less of sex, age, activity or physical con- 
dition. A fundamental part of the yard- 
stick is the twenty-four page book 
attached which lists 541 foods and food 
companies together with the amounts of 
the various food essentials which each 
supplies. The essentials calculated are: 
protein, calories, calcium, phosphorus, 
iron, Vitamin A, thiamine, riboflavin, 
niacin, and Vitamin C. Weight of raw 
food is given in grams for professional 
persons and in amounts as eaten to make 
the table useful for laymen. The yard- 
stick has the seal of acceptance of the 
Council of Foods of the American Med- 
ical Association. 

While the initial appearance of the 
yardstick implies complications in calcu- 
lation, a short study makes its use simple. 
The yardstick is available for $1.00 for 
general public—for 50c to professional 
people, and can be secured from the 
National Livestock and Meat Board, 407 
S. Dearborn Street, Chicago.

DR. FRANK H. VORHEES

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EDITORIAL 


DOCTOR OR DENTIST—WHAT’S IN A TITLE ?

One of the speakers at the second general session of the recent Mid- 
winter Meeting of the Chicago Dental Society inadvertently referred to 
physicians as doctors while speaking of dentists as dentists. This common 
distinction is one to which many dentists are allergic and before the session 
was over the speaker was well aware of the resentment. But analysis of 
this reaction suggests an unjustified inferiority complex. Is it not perhaps 
a “hangover” from the dentistry of a past era? 


True there are those who believe that some special title should be de- 
veloped to designate dentists from other doctors. One widely read health 
columnist has seriously proposed the distinguishing term “dentor.” Such 
a title would be a long step backward for in the Middle Ages the tooth 
puller was known as a dentator. 


We cannot deny that public usage automatically associates the words 
doctor and physician ; this is only natural because the medical profession 
is much older, has used the title longer and has been more in the public 
mind. Medicine made its struggle for position as a university discipline 
and status as a profession during the Middle Ages. The dental profession 
celebrated only recently its hundredth anniversary as an organized group 
in the United States; this may perhaps be said to have been likewise the 
anniversary of the beginning of its struggle for recognition as one of the 
learned professions. The medical profession has given lustre to the title 
doctor by the contributions it has made to human welfare. The identifica- 
tion of the physician with life in the struggle against death has given 
glamour to the title. The significance that the medical profession has 
given the word doctor makes that title all the more attractive to those in 
the allied profession of dentistry. 


But it may be argued successfully that dentists have as much right to 
the title doctor as have the members of other learned professions; by 
Webster’s definition, a doctor is “a teacher; one skilled in a profession 
or branch of knowledge; a learned man.” Among the chief doctoral 
degrees are: Doctor of Medicine (M.D.), of Dental Surgery (D.D.S.), 
of Divinity (D.D.), of Sacred Theology (S.T.D.), of Laws (LL.D.), of 
Civil Law (D.C.L.), of Science (D.Sc.), of Philosophy (Ph.D.), of Let- 
ters (Litt.D.), and of Music (Mus.D. or Mus. Doc.).” The late Justice 
Brandeis of the United States Supreme Court is credited with the follow- 
ing definition of a profession : 

First, a profession is an occupation for which the necessary pre- 
liminary training is intellectual in character, involving knowledge, 
and to some extent learning, as distinguished from mere skill. 
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Second, it is an occupation which is pursued largely for others 
and not merely for one’s self. 

Third, it is an occupation in which the amount of financial return 
is not the accepted measure of success.* 

Can it not be said that dentistry meets these requisites as satisfactorily 
as other groups qualifying for the title of doctor? We believe that den- 
tistry has so advanced itself by improving its educational requirements, 
its alliance with the medical profession and its relations with society that 
it may be recognized as a true profession. 

The modern doctor of dental surgery need not have his blood pressure 
rise when he is referred to as a dentist. The entrance requirements for 
admission to colleges of dentistry and medicine are approaching equality. 
The first years of professional training are similar; in fact, in many of 
our universities dental and medical students attend the same classes. In 
addition to securing a thorough basic medical training so that he may 
understand disease processes and principles of rational treatment, the 
dental student must become proficient in surgical technics, not neces- 
sarily with scalpel and hemostats, but with instruments and procedures 
that are likewise exacting. He must assimilate a broad fund of knowledge 
to direct properly the technical skill he must acquire. The oral tissues 
are part of a living body; more than artisan skill is required to prevent 
and treat the diseases that affect them. The dentist of today and of to- 


morrow must be a superior individual. 

Dentists are entitled to be called doctor but they should be proud to 
be referred to as dentists. In fact the term doctor is losing its significance 
and it might be well for the learned professions to drop the title. This 
opinion is based on the observation that many unlearned pursuits are 
usurping the learned title including those who manipulate spines and 
muscles down to those who repair shoes and radios. 

Finally, it is not what we are called; it is what we think and do that 
brings recognition. There is a growing appreciation of what modern 
dentistry represents; it is for dentistry to increasingly demonstrate to 
the public and the allied professions that it is composed of professional 
men.—Robert G. Kesel.

to school children. The professional in- 
tegrity of dentistry should be safe- 
guarded, but a recognition of the public 
responsibility of the dental profession to 
society should be acknowledged. 

Such a program must remain practical, 
and be capable of gradual implementa- 
tion as financial conditions and public 
approval justify its adoption.
